The North German Parliament have passed 
@ bill securing freedom of speech in all the Diets 
of Germany.

There 
can be no defence on fair ground of a system 
which to benefit one class bears more heavi- 
ly on all others. The shipping interest is an 
important interest, beyond doubt, and its 
renewed prosperity is exceedingly de- 
sirable; but, after all, it has ceased 
to be “the great motive power of 
commerce” which once it was. That 
distinction now more properly belongs to the 
railroad system, whose managers have never 
dreamed of asking for the aid which is 
sought in behalf of the shipbuilders.. Yet

their claim would be quite as reasonable, if 
considered apart from the respective condi- 
tion of the two interests. Moreover, the 
drawback proposed would fall short of 
“placing the cost of building a ship in this 
country somewhat on a par with the cost of 
our rivals in Great Britain.” When the sub- 
ject was before the Senate, early in 1867, the 
drawback or bounty thus arising was esti- 
mated at twenty per cent. upon the cost of a 
vessel, Mr. Wetis has shown, however, by 
‘a series of comparisons between the cost of 
constructing ships at St. John, New-Bruns- 
wick, and the cost at Bath, Maine,—the 
cheapest shipbuilding port in the United 
States—that the difference in favor of the 
Provincial builder is never less than twenty- 
three per cent., while in the majority af 
cases it is nearer fifty per cent. If New-York 
be substituted for Bath, the disadvantage is 
much greater; the difference in favor of St. 
John being nearly one hundred per cent. It 
is evident, therefore, that much more than a 
twenty per cent. drawback is required to 
place the American shipbuilder on an equali- 
ty with his foreagn competitor. 

One error which commonly enters into the 
discussion, is the assumption that the inter- 
esta of shipbuilders and ,the owners of the 
builder desires to construct ships as cheaply 
as possible, though, as we have attempted to 
show, he cannot build, under present cireum- 
stances, at as low a rate as pays our Provin- 
cial neighbors. On the other hand, the 
prosperity of the shipowner requires that he 
shall buy ships where he can obtain them 
cheapest—that he shall not be compelled to 
pay @ high price for ships Built at Bath or 
New-York, but shall be at liberty to bring 
them from the Provinces or elsewhere, as 
cost and convenience may dictate. England, 
as the report tells us,“ allows all nations to 
build ships for her,” while we provide that 
“no ship biilt in any. country except our 
own shall be registered or enrolled, or have 
the privileges of our shipping in the United 
States.” We donot understand the Massa- 
chusetts Committee to indorse a policy 
whieh has worked profitably for our great 
rival; the allvocates of special legislation in 
behalf of shipbuilding could scarcely be ex- 
pected to take a stride so bold and large as 
that. But they do rebuke the folly of Con- 
gress in refusing to readmit vessels built 
here, but which during the rebellion were 
placed for safety under another flag; advis-.

We protest that the wild talk lately in- 
dulged of procuring “the humiliation of 
England,” of taking nothing less in the 
settlement of the Alabama claims, is utterly 
without authority, governmental or popular. 
I¢ is the mere raving of journals accustomed 
to go te frensied extremes on all subjects, 
atid accordingly on this. There is certainly 
no official authority for such a position. To

Discussion ef the Constitutional Amend- 
ment—The State and Railread Bill— 
The Town Bonding Bill—Report of 
the Railread Investigating Commit- 
tee, &c. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 
ALBANY, Wednesday, March 17, 1869. 

The ratification of the Fifteenth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution came up as the special 
order in the Assembly this morning,and eecu- 
pied the entire session. After the offering of a 
substitute for the report of the Committee on 
Federal Relations by Mr. Jacons, Mr. HusTep of 
Manchester, the Chairman of the Committee, 
opéned the debate in a half hour’s speech in 
which he gave a historical sketch of the services 
rendered by the negro in behalf of American 
liberty—commencing with the massacre in’ Bos- 
ton, in 1770, continuing through the Revolution- 
ary War, the war of 1812, and the war of the re- 
bellion—and claimed that he had fully vindicated 
his right to all the privilegesof American citi- 
gzenship. Mr. Hrrcuman, of New-York, followed 
in opposition to the ratification of the amend- 
ment, which he characterized as a snare, a delu- 
sion, and a trap calenlated to revolutionize the 
Government, centralize power, perpetuate the 
Gominant party, and destroy the liberties of 
the people. 

Judge CamrBett, of Otsego, next addresseil 
the House in a very abi¢. and impressive speech 
in favor of the amendment. He sketched the 
history ef the treatment of the negro in this 
country from the foundation of the Government, 
and showed how our Revolutionary fathers in 
this State placed him on the same footing as the 
white man in respect to suffrage, both white and 


had lifted the burden from the white man but 
had left it on the black, and the question now 
was whether, as the nation was about entering 
upon 8 new career of power and glory, it should 
continue a disability so contrary to the funda- 
mental theory of our Government and calculated 
to perpetuate a strife that would inevitably last 
as long as any portion of the. citizens of this 
country were deprived of their rights ae#men 
and as citizens. He thanked God that he had 
lived to see this day when he could cast his vote 
in favor of a measure of humanity, justice and 
right, and one cficulated to promote a lasting 
peace among our people.
